EDITORIAL COMMENT 


The Cuban Situation 


U 


XI.ESS, says the Milwaukee Xcws, the un- 
expected happens the United States will take 


forcible control of affairs in Cuba and assert its 
privilege to restore order. 
From the time the 


first suggestion of the need for intervention was 
made, it has been obvious that the purpose of the 
administration al Washington is to invade Cuba 
with a view of its annexation to the United 
States. 


There are, however, difficulties in the way of 


annexation. 
The Flatt amendment from which 


President Roosevelt derives his authority to in- 
tervene, expressly provides that intervention shall 
be made to safeguard the independence of the 
island, which the United States is pledged to 
maintain. 


Cuba can not be held as a "dependency." It 


has a recognized governmenr. 
The republic of 


Cuba in theory will continue even though the 
United States in fact shall have absolute control 
of affairs. 
True, congress could denounce the 


treaty and declare Cuba to be an American pos- 
session, but it would be a shameful breach of 
faith. 


It is true that President Roosevelt and con- 


gress committed a breach of faith quite as shame- 
ful when the power of the United States was 
employed to insure the success of the Panama 
revolution, landing an American force on the 
isthmus under the treaty with Colombia whereby 
the United States was pledged to maintain Col- 


ombian sovereignty over the isthmus. 
But the 


fiction of a Panama republic was set up. 
The 


United States did not grab the canal route direct- 
ly though it would have been quite as honest 
had it not resorted to the subterfuge of establish- 
ing and recognizing the Panama republic. 


There is one wav that Cuba may be annexed 


without breach of faith. 
If the Cuban congress 


should pass a resolution addressed to the Amer- 
ican congress to have the island admitted as a 
state, the situation would be changed. 
Instead 


of the United States by force overthrowing the 
Cuban republic and holding the island as a sub- 
jugated province, Cuba voluntarily would aban- 
don its independence and seek a greater indepen- 
dence as a state of the federal union. Cuba as 
a state, however, might not find a welcome at the 
hands of those that would hold it as a depen- 
dence. 


Though all parties in Cuba may accept Amer- 


ican intervention to restore order and maintain 
the republic, 
intervention to 
overthrow 
the 


island's independence inevitably will meet with 
resistance. And it will be no easy task to force 
recognition of American sovereignty. Spain had 
.200,000 soldiers in the island and they were un- 
able to cope with the guerilla bands that com- 
posed the armv of the revolution. The exper- 
ience of the United States in the Philippines is 
likely to be duplicated should the administration 
undertake to seize and hold the island ar a con- 
quered province. 


A Good Plank

holding Ormsby county realty at prohibitive pri- 
ces, thus precluding intending home-seekers from 
making their homes here.

county commissioners can do much to prevent 
this advance in realty prices by co-operating in 
the assessment of property." 


This in a nutshell is the land tax theory of 


Henry George. 


The idea is to place as much tax on vacant 


lots in a cit\ as on lots occupied by buildings. 
The inevitable result is that the persons owning 
these lots must do one of two things. They cith- 
er have to improve the property and derive an 
income or sell to some one who will. The heavv 


tax drives them to do this. 
The natural result 


is the rapid building up of the town. The people 
who want to hold on to vacant property and have 
it appreciate in value by reason of the thrift of 
those about them have to pa\ for the luxury of 
holding vacant property that they will not sell 
nor improve and this lowers the taxes paid by 
the progressive citizen who aims to build up his 
town. 


Wherever this method of taxation lias been 


tried it has resulted in the rapid growth of the 
city adopting it. It is the surest way to advance 
the growth of a city ever devised. 


Carson City is now on the eve of better 


growth and we suggest that when the fusion cen- 
tral committee meets that it also incorporate thati 
plank in its platform. 
It is in no way a partisan 


plank and every citizen of Carson City who 
wants to sec the town grow can heartily subscribe 
to it. 


Will Oppose The Law 


I 


T appears there is a disposition among the 


officials of southern railroad companies to 


make trouble over the railway rate law. Some o{ 
them have been in conference ami it is understood 
this subject was under consideration. What may 
have been agreed upon is not known, but the re- 
port has gone forth that an organized fight is to 
be made. The plan is said to be to go into court 
and bring about as much confusion as possible, 
embarrassing the interstate commission at every 
step. 


Roads in the north and west are said to be in 


favor of accepting the law, co-operating with the 
commission in carrying out its provisions. 
The 


great systems, headed by the Pennsylvania, are 


icacly to work ir conformity with the act, and it 
is said none of those of the north/and west will 
make an effort to break it down. 


In the south the railroad managers seem to be 


stubborn. Thev do not appear to be in harmony 
with the men representing that section in con- 
gress and propose to show the latter that they 
have something yet to learn on these subjects. 
One of them, the president of the Louisville & 
Xaslnille, is reported to have said at one time, 
when complaint was made respecting certain 
passenger rates "the\- might walk." If the roads 
proceed upon such a theory in resisting enforce- 
ment of the law, we are likely to witness an in- 
teresting fight.
